MISSOURI FLAT CEMETERY 


This cemetery lies about 1/4 mile from 
the Josephine County line on North Applegate Road in Jackson County. 

Brekenridge Wooldridge was the first grave. 

Looking up Slagle Creek to the east and against the ridge that runs from Billy 
Mountain to “Old Blue” you see the Logan Wooldridge place where he raised 

@ wheat, had an orchard, grew a big garden, had chickens, turkeys, cows to milk, and 
grew 8 children to adulthood. 

Due north and over the low ridge of manzanita covered hills lies the Donation 
land claim that Peter Caris and his wife Jane Applegate Caris inherited in the 
1860’s. 

Missouri Flat begins at the cemetery and is shaped like a left hand. Slagle creek 
is the thumb. Kubli road goes straight ahead to Caris creek -- the fore finger; next 
is Miners’ creek, Rock creek, and Miller creek. On the main road -- the wrist --is 
the old house of William York, who’s family of 5 boys and 3 girls grew up. This 
family put cattle on Grayback summer range, saddling the bull and leaving the 
saddle under a blanket and a tree till fall gathering time. 

Miller creek’s Mountain Lion Mine area was the home of Fred Miller who 
also had 8 children. His wife was Lincoln Savages’ sister. Fred’s sister was Mrs. 
Henry Hanson of Humbug creek and they had a large family (there were 8 or 9 of 
them ). 

Kasper Kubli had a store on his place about half way between the cemetery 
and the Caris place. He married Emma Cook from another large family. They had 3 
boys and no girls in that family until over 50 years went by. 

These are basically the families who populated the Missouri Flat Cemetery.
